I herewith submit my report as Fire Ward for 
the year ending February 11,1928. _ 


The number of fires in the town for the past 
year five (5), the dates of their occurrances as fol- 
lows:

I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
February 411, 1928. 


During the past year I have issued twenty-nine 
(29) permits to burn brush and slash. As these per- 
mits have increased every year, it seems that the 
people are becoming alive to the danger of burning 
brush or slash without permits. 


There have been two forest fires that have 
burned one acre or more. One occurring on April 
146th. at Buxton Lower Corner burning over 80 acres, 
with a loss of $3000.00. Total cost of extinguishing 
fire to Town $111.00 of which $20.00 was paid to Fire 
Department from Gorham. Cause of this fire was 
unknown. Second fire occurred on May 4th at 
Groveville, burning over 5 acres, with an estimated 
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loss of $500.00. Total cost of extinguishing fire to 
Town $6.00. Cause of fire unknown.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citi- 
zens of the town of Buxton, the annual report 
is herewith submitted. 


This year we have accomplished some _ very 
worthwhile objectives in education. It has been a 
constructive work to have so many of our buildings 
made standard according to state requirments and 
put in a good state of repair which will provide such 
an environment as will properly safeguard our pu- 
pils by the right kind of surroundings. Pupils are 
often seriously handicapped and receive a_ serious 
setback and permanent injury where conditions are 
not right. It is hard for us to realize how much cor- 
rect lighting conditions improve school work; and 
eliminate fatigue on the part of teacher and pupil. 


Recently there has been adverse criticisms re- 
lative to the standards of our schools and the cours- 
es of study. These criticisms may have been true 
to some extent; for the tests have been made in cer- 
tain schools which have revealed the fact that the 
pupils were poorly trained. We are sure that this 
condition does not exist in our schools, but that our 
teachers are securing effective results, and that our 
standards are better than ever. A number of school 
surveys have been made within the last few years 
with a view of determining the efficiency of schools. 
In some instances questions have been raised as to 
the practical value and use of subject matter as 
taught in our schools in relation to the vocation of 
pupils leaving school. 


Two things have been most helpful; Better 
working conditions and better trained teachers. This 
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year more normal graduates were available for our 
teaching positions than previously. New textbooks 
and reference books and equipment have given im- 
proved facilities. Educators have brought to our at- 
tention tthe need of more emphasis being placed on. 
methods of teaching English and Reading in our 
schools. A thorough training in these fundamental 
subjects is absolutely essential before we can pro- 
gress very far in Education. With this objective in 
_mind we have enlarged these courses and increased 
the range of reading material for all grades. 


Repairs 


A large amount of repair work has been accom- 
plished this year.. For it was necessary to complete 
the standardization of our school building according 
to the state law. 


The building at Dearborn Hill has been remod- 
eled to a large extent and is now in excellent con- 
dition of repair. ‘The interior of this building has 
been improved by new steel walls and ceiling, which 
have been painted with attractive colors that aid in 
diffusing the light. A new floor has been laid; and 
-the wainscoting of pine sheathing and the wood- 
work have been revarnished. Large new windows 
furnish correct lighting conditions with the light 
largely from one side and from the left of the pupils. 
The higher window space and new window shades of 
light color secure ample light. The building has 
been removed from it’s original site near the road, | 
back on the new lot. The new heater is attractive 
in appearance and has proved efficient in heating the 
building. We appreciate the generosity of Mrs. Alice 
Waterman of the Superintending School Committee 
in giving the new sectional book-case to the school. 
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This attractive gift adds much to the appearance of 
the room. In behalf of the school organization we 
thank Mrs. Waterman for her gift. The present ar- 
rangement of the building provides warm cloak 
rooms. The building is now standard with attached 
outbuildings. It was necessary to build a new chim- 
ney and fence the lot according to the law. 


New outbuildings have been attached at Shadi- 
gee and the building repaired in a very satisfactory 
manner. The window space was much less than 
that required by law (41-5 of floor space). In order 
_ to provide suitable light, it was necessary to put in 
large new windows, and purchase new window 
shades. After the repair work was completed if was 
necessary to paint! the building. A well has been 
driven and a pump furnished this school. There 
was no other way of securing a supply of pure 
drinking water conveniently near the school. 


It is a very essential part of the upkeep of school 
buildings that painting should not be neglected. The 
following buildings have been painted this year; 
Shadigee, Dearborn Hill, N. C. Watson, and Scarboro 
Corner. It is a matter of satisfaction to note the 
great improvement in the appearance of these build- 
ings, 


The building at Searboro. Corner was. greatly 
in need of repair. An agreement was made with the 
town of Scarboro where-by $100.00 would be paid 
by Searboro on cost repairs of building, provided 
new windows were put in the building with light 
coming from the left and the rear of the pupils. The 
building has been remodeled to provide for the new 
lighting system and eliminate the cross lighting. 
Correct. lighting conditions and painting the inside 
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of the building and new window shades render this 
school building very attractive in appearance. The 
majority of the children attending this school are 
from Scarboro. 


It was necessary to shingle the Duck Pond 
building this year. There was a large amount of 
necessary work left unfinished on this building ow- 
ing to the large expenditures that were necessary 
eleswhere. Another year this building should be 
tthoroughly remodeled and standardized according 
to the state law. Then all the school buildings in 
Buxton will be in an excellent condition of repair. 


No large expenditures should be necessary for a 
number of vears if proper care is taken of the school 
buildings. It is an important part of the teachers’ 
work to have constant oversight of the pupils and to 
conserve school property. 


We appreciate the interest and cooperation of 
the Bar Mills Community club in providing play- 
ground apparatus for the children in the Bar Mills 
School. We hope that it will be possible to provide 
playground apparatus in an inexpensive form for all 
of our schools. There is a real need for such appar- 
atus along the line of Physical Education. 


In the High School building the steam radiators 
were repaired and bronzed and the large posts at the 
entrance of the building were painted. At Bar Mills 
the radiators were bronzed; and the pine finish, and 
the desks in two rooms varnished. 


The following school legislation is submitted for 
your consideration. 


Chi:87. See. 36'R.. Sen) Parts 
Every. child between the seventh and fifteenth 
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anniversaries of his birth and every child between 
the fifteenth and seventeenth anniversaries who can- 
not read at sight and write legibly simple sentences 
in the English Language and every child between 
the fifteenth and sixteenth anniversaries who _ has 
not completed the KIGHTH grade of the elementary 
school, shall attend some public day school during 
the time such school is in session, and an absence 
therefrom of one-half day or more shall be deemed 
a violation of this requirement; provided further, 
that a child between the ages of fourteen and six- 
teen who because of subnormal mental capacity is 
unable to suecessfully pass the tests necessary to 
allow a regular work permit to be issued, may under 
conditions deemed proper receive a work permit is- 
sued jointly by the commissioner of education and 
the commissioner of labor such persons to be em- 
ploved in non-hazardous occupations. 


The state school fund is apportioned to towns as 
follows: 


ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS FOR EACH TEACH- 
ING POSITION maintained in town. THREE DOL- 
LARS for each person in school census. 

AND ON THE AGGREGATE ATTENDANCE 


The State School Fund received by the town of 
Buxton this year was $3,458.36. 

We appreciate the loyal support which we have 
received from the citizens of Buxton in maintain- 
ing and improving our schools and the effective co- 
operation of the teachers.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Super- 
intending School Committee. 


I herewith submit my annual report as Prin- 
cipal of Samuel D. Hanson High School. 


It is very gratifying to be able to report that 
the total enrollment this year—twenty-eight boys 
and twenty-nine girls, far exceeded the seating cap- 
acity of the main room. This is nine more than the 
total enrollment of last year. The enrollment by 
classes is as follows: Seniors, four boys and _ two 
girls; Juniors, five boys and seven girls; Sopho- 
mores, three boys and seven girls; Freshmen, 
eleven boys and eleven girls. During the fall 
term five pupils dropped out, so there was, at the end 
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of the first half year a total enrollment of fifty-two 
pupils. Considering the distance the majority of the 
pupils have to come the average attendance has been 
very satisfactory. 


There are ten pupils who were not absent for 
any session during the first half year. They are—
